The completion of the 
Sierra M.ndre Medical Center 
at 245 West Sierra Madre 
Blvd. was dedicated in the 
year 1953, 27 years ago, and 
just previcKus by a couple of 
months the Sierra Madre 
Library Board made itself 
known that a new Library 
wa.s eminent for the City of 
Sierra Madre. 

The new Medical Center, 
pictured above, and which 
was headed by Dr. George 
W. Grc4h, Jr., shows his 
wife, and other members of 
the staff and their families 
as the opening of the Center 
fulfills the dream of the 
J.unio r Dr. Groth whoso 
father, also a member of the 
staff, has practiced medicine 
for the past 39 years (19531. 

Noted among the house 
guests for the opening was 
Knox Hager, Kiwanis Club 
president and Larry C. Lo¬ 
max, business administra¬ 
tor. The Center was abloom 
with flowers and plants, all 
expressing the good wishes 
of the Center’s associates 
and the community In gen¬ 
eral. 

On July 9, 1953, v.’lth Web¬ 
ster Viinnler, chairman of 
the board of the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Library held Its anivual 
meeting of the Library Board 
and decided that the time 
had come that presentation 
should be made to the City 


Council for the building of 
a new Library. The ground 
on which the Library wa.s 
built was donated to the City 
by Nathan Tarr .... the 
story that appeared In the 
Sierra Made News on Juiy

building and will do so next 
week. 

“The physical needs for a 
new structure are felt b.v 
many to be acute and some 
funds are available but le¬ 
galities and site complexities 
as well as local sentiment 
in connection with the pre¬ 
sent 65-year-old build 1 n g 
have indicated to the board 
and the city the need for 
deliberation in the process. 

"The financial statement 
for 19.52-53. accoimtin;j for 
monies other than the build¬ 
ing fund, indicated to the 
board that the library’s bal¬ 


ance on hand as of June 30 
is appro.ximately $1000 great¬ 
er than a year ago. 

“Prefacing her annual re¬ 
port to the board Miss Lulu 
Moore, librarian, said: 

“ ‘At the beginriing of this 
new fiscal year we are hold¬ 
ing high hopes of realizing 
our long-cherished plans for 
a new library building or at 
least a start in that direc¬ 
tion . ’ 

“Miss Moore, in her de¬ 
tailed report, pointed out 
that the year had been a 
progressive one, with 300 
more borrowers registered. 
100 of thorn being paid sub¬ 
scribers from a joining com¬ 
munities. 

“A total of 58,256 books- 


were circulated, a gain of 
1337 over the previous year. 
More than 740 new books 
were purchased. Miss Moore 
said, and 40 gifts received, 
.some of them for the Me¬ 
morial shelf. New reference 
books purchased during the 
year included a 19 volum- 
encyclopedia, an atlas, na¬ 
ture atlas, children’s cata¬ 
logue, an Encyclopedia of 
American History and two 
volumes of the National 
Geographic. 

“Approximately 140 books 
and one year of the Sierra 
Madre News were rebound.

Consent Form On Hie -- Now! 


The Sierra Madre Fire De¬ 
partment Emergency Medical 
Team is again requesting the 
cooperation of local parents 
in fllin.g “Consent to Treat” 
forms at nearby hospitals 
for each of their minor chil¬ 
dren. 

In the past few week, as is 
true throughout the year, 
several youngsters have been 
taken to the hospital in the 
Fire Department ambulance, 
after being treated at the 
scene, for fairly substantial 
injuries. In many cases loca¬ 
ting parents has been time 
consuming and, of necessity, 
.some definitive treatment at 
the hoispital is delayed await¬ 
ing information and consent. 
Hospitals need to know if 
the child is allergic to any 
kinds of medicine; who is 
his regular physician, etc. 

In “life threatening situa¬ 
tions,” immediate action can 
bt; taken, but in the less 
traumatic cases, where treat¬ 
ment can safely be delayed, 
drugs to alleviate pain may

The forms are available 
at any time any and can bo 
in effect until tlie child’s 
ISth birthday, if so desired. 
Hospitals are very reluctant 
to accept written statements 
often left with “babysitters” 
for use in case of problems, 
because they seldom contain 
pertinent information and 
hospitals have no way of 
knowing the reliability of the 
statement and signature so 
they need the information 
on hand before tlie fact. 

The forms .sre available 
at the Police and Fire Faci¬ 
lity, 2‘)2 W, Sierra Madre 
Blvd., and can be returned 
there after completion and 
the Medical Unit will drop 
them off at the next trip to 
the hospital. 

A separate form must be 
made out for each child and 
is ravokahle at nny time, or 
at the child’s ISth nlrthday. 
so in one very simple step 
protecMon can be obtained 
for many years to come. 

Every effort is made to 
locate parents immediately, 
In case of a medical prob¬ 
lem, however, past exper¬ 
ience has shown that plans 
or destinations may change 
at the last minute, making 
quick contact impossible, and 
thus a delay can develop in 
full treatment. 

Your Fire Depart m e n t 
urges you to act NOW, while 
the idea is fresh in your 
mind. Spend the few min¬ 
utes needed to pick up the 
forms and fill them out and 
get them on file. You may

“Although foreign students 
must speak English, they 
may know little about our 
c-ustoms. They may not 
know the area or what 
prices to pay for rentals,' 
says Mrs. Mothershead. 

“It is lmix>rtant for people 
to understand that foreign 
students are among the most 
qualified in their country. 
Many return to their home 
to become successful pro¬ 
fessional people and some 
have won great honors,” she 
said. 

Unlike American students, 
foreign students attending 
PCC pay extensive Uiitlon 
costs of $59 per unit. It is 
e.stimated that they spend 
some $6,700 in the com¬ 
munity each year for com¬ 
bined tuition and living ex¬ 
penses. To Iielp meet cost.s, 
foreign students receive sup¬ 
port from parents or other 
sponsors in their country. 

All international students 
attending PCC are required 
ct maintain a full course of 
Study, attend classes regu¬ 
larly, and are expected to 
enter Into other campus ac¬ 
tivities.
